TEMPERATURE ZONE MAP 


Zone Map below may be used as a guide in determining the 
adaptability of the many varieties in this catalog to different 
planting sections of the United States. The Map is based on 
one published by the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, representing 40 years average annual minimum tempera- 
tures recorded by the United States Weather Bureau. 


It is naturally impossible to cover all conditions, as tempera- 
tures may vary greatly within a few miles. This is especially s 
true in the mountain and lake districts. The amount of mois- E 
ture, soil conditions and other factors may also influence the 
growth as well as the hardiness of the particular variety. 

By following the easy planting suggestions that accompany 
each shipment of Stark Trees and Plants, customers will be 
able to get maximum results from their plantings of Stark 
Trees, Shrubs, Roses, etc., recommended for planting in their 
Zones, no matter where they live.

WHEN to Plant—Fall or Spring 


In most places both Fall and Spring planting will be satis- 
factory. However, Spring planting is best in Zones 6 and 7 and 
the northern part of Zone 5. In most years planting can be 
done all during the Winter in the far south.

This puts them on the market in time to get a price advantage. Apples are larger and more 
uniform.

3. Easier Care. Dwarf trees are easy to spray and coverage is more complete. 


4. Cut picking labor. “We'll have to have smaller trees or harvesting machinery” Byers 
believes. “It’s hard to hire workers to pick fruit from high ladders. ... I’ll settle for a tree 
that grows 12 to 15 ft. high and yields 500 bushel per acre.”’ Byers is excited about the possi-
